ALLIED MILITARY CURRENCY IN SICILY 


A joint statement issued to the press by the 
Treasury Department and the War Department 
on August 2, 1943 described the introduction 
by the Allied expeditionary forces into the oc- 
cupied areas of Sicily of an “Allied military 
currency” and a comparable series of postage 
stamps. The currency, printed by the United 
States Bureau of Engraving and Printing and 
designed to give the occupied areas a currency 
in denominations with which the people of those 
areas are familiar, provides an adequate circu- 
lation medium in sections where there may be 


a shortage of local currency because of con- 
fiscation or destruction by retreating enemy 
forces, or from other causes. It is to be used 
for the payment of troops of all the Allied na- 
tions on Italian soil, and for payment by the pro- 
curement services for local supplies. 

The groundwork for the preparation of this 
military currency and postage in advance of the 
invasion of Italy was laid in a series of secret 
conferences held four months ago, in which 
officials of the Treasury, the War and Navy De- 
partments, the Department of State, and the 
British Government participated. 


APPOINTMENT OF DIRECTOR OF ECONOMIC ACTIVITIES IN SICILY 


On August 3, 1943 the appointment of Wes- 
ley A. Sturges, former professor of law at 
Yale University, as Area Director in Sicily 
for the coordination of economic activities was 
announced. Dr. Sturges is now in North 
Africa and will proceed to Sicily when re- 
quested by the appropriate military authori- 
ties. 


The duties of area directors in liberated 
areas were outlined in the plan accompanying 
the President’s letter of June 3, 1943 to the 
Secretary of State regarding the coordina- 
tion of economic operations of United States 
civilian agencies in liberated areas (see the 
Buiietin of June 26, 1943, page 575). 
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DESIGNATION OF SPECIAL CONSULTANT TO THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
OF STATE 


On August 4, 1943 the Secretary of State 
issued the following departmental order: 


Departmental Order 1178 


Mr. David A. Salmon is hereby designated 
Special Consultant to the Assistant Secretary, 
Mr. Shaw, and an Assistant Security Officer 
of the Department, to be charged, under Mr. 
Shaw’s general direction, with assisting in mat- 


ters coming within the scope of the latter’s 
functions as Security Officer of the Depart- 
ment of State and with the performance of 
such other duties as may be assigned to him. 

The provisions of this Order shall be effec- 
tive immediately and shall supersede and 
cancel the provisions of any existing Order in 
conflict therewith. 


CONSOLIDATION OF THE DIVISION OF COMMERCIAL AFFAIRS 
AND THE DIVISION OF COMMUNICATIONS AND RECORDS 


The following departmental orders regard- 
ing the functions and responsibilities of the Di- 
vision of Commercial Affairs and its consol- 
idation with the Division of Communications 
and Records were issued by the Secretary of 
State on August 7, 1943: 


Departmental Order 1179 


The responsibilities of the Division of Com- 
mercial Affairs relating to the administration 
of Section 12 of the Neutrality Act of No- 
vember 4, 1939, governing the movement of 
arms, ammunition and implements of war; the 
Helium Act of September 1, 1937; and the Tin 
Plate Scrap Act of February 15, 1936, are 
hereby transferred, together with the personnel 
and equipment assigned thereto, to the Division 
of Exports and Requirements. 


Departmental Order 1180 


The functions and responsibilities of the Di- 
vision of Commercial Affairs and of the Di- 
vision of Communications and Records are 
hereby consolidated, to be administered hence- 
forth in a new Division of Communications and 
Records of which Mr. Raymond H. Geist, a 
Foreign Service officer of Class II, shall be 
Chief under the general direction of the As- 
sistant Secretary, Mr. Shaw. Mr. Paul T. 
Meyer, Mr. G. Harold Keatley, and Mr. Frank 
G. Handy, a Foreign Service Auxiliary officer, 
are designated Assistant Chiefs of the Division, 
and Mr. Roger S. Drissel and Mr. Harvey E. 
Fenstermacher are designated Divisional Con- 
sultants. 
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ADMINISTRATION OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF STATE 


The Secretary of State was asked in press con- 
ference on August 4 if he had any comment on 
the Washington dispatch published on that 
date alleging disorganization and lack of co- 
hesive policy in the State Department. The 
Secretary said that, having been in the Depart- 
ment for some 10 years and more, and charged 
with all the responsibilities of its administra- 
tion, he thought he knew something about what 
is going on in the Department. The Depart- 
ment is functioning efficiently, Mr. Hull added, 
and said that he was prepared at any time to 
give the fullest accounting to any person or 


agency.

DEATH OF THE PRESIDENT OF CHINA 


{Released to the press August 2] 


The Secretary of State made the following 
statement on the death of President Lin Sen: 


“T have learned of the death of President 
Lin Sen of China with feelings of the greatest 
sorrow. By his death China has lost a leader 
whose example inspired universal respect and 
devotion. President Lin impressed:all visitors 
with his humanity. He was recognized as an 
outstanding scholar both in the Chinese classical 
tradition and in the realm of modern intellec- 
tual and political movements. President Lin’s 
exceptional qualities of character and person- 
ality lent great prestige to the position which 
he held. Above all, his calm judgment and 
resolute courage were of inestimable assistance 
in guiding the Chinese Republic through the 
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vicissitudes which it has met and overcome. 
These qualities were of particular value during 
the critical years of the struggle, which still 
continues, against a brutal and rapacious 
enemy. Americans will feel that in his death 
they have lost a staunch friend in the common 
battle for a just and humane way of life.”

The President of the United States has sent 
the following message to Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek of China: 


“T desire to convey to Your Excellency and 
to the people of China an expression of the deep 
sorrow felt by the Government and people of 
the United States over the passing away of 
President Lin Sen. His life spanned the period 
of the courageous and successful struggle which 
the Chinese people made to achieve freedom and 
enduring unity; his zeal in this great labor 
has made an inestimable contribution to the 
founding of the Chinese Republic, as have his 
wise counsel and his eminent scholarship to the 
progress of the Republic through the three dec- 
ades of its life. He died while the nation he 
loved was still engaged in a mortal conflict with 
Japan, whose armies had invaded and laid waste 
much of his homeland; although he did not live 
to see the final victory, he yet died in the full 
assurance that victory was certain, and that 
through it the Chinese people would march on 
to a happy and prosperous future. 

“Please convey to President Lin Sen’s family 
my deep personal sympathy in their sorrow and 
bereavement.” 


The following message has been sent by the 
the Secretary of State to the Chinese Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, Mr. T. V. Soong: 


“I am moved with feelings of deep sympathy 
with Your Excellency and all your countrymen 
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in the loss of China’s great President. Mr. Lin 
Sen labored long and well in the cause of China’s 
new destiny. There was manifested throughout 
his whole life and work a kindly benevolence, a 
scholarly wisdom and a burning faith. He was 
a leader beloved and respected not only by all 
his own people but also by peoples everywhere 
who love and respect those who labor for hu- 
manity. During the years of his close associa- 
tion with Americans in this country he won a 
place in the hearts of many here in the United 
States who join with me in mourning the loss 
suffered by China and by us all.” 


RETURN TO WASHINGTON OF THE CON- 
SULTANT ON INDUSTRIAL COOPERA- 
TIVES IN CHINA 


{Released to the press August 2] 

Dr. W. Mackenzie Stevens, who was sent by 
the Department of State to China in November 
1942 as consultant to the Chinese Government 
on industrial cooperatives, has returned to 
Washington by way of India and Africa. In 
China Dr. Stevens advised the Chinese Govern- 
ment in regard to the organization and man- 
agement of the numerous Chinese industrial 
cooperatives. At the request of the British 
Government he interrupted his return journey 
to consult with the Government of Burma, the 
Government of India, and the Government of 
Kenya Colony in East Africa in regard to co- 
operative management. Dr. Stevens reports 
that the industrial cooperatives in China are 
of great help in relieving the shortage of a 
wide variety of articles of daily use.
